Unless they are serving in 
a combat zone, military per­ 
sonnel are as concerned as 
the rest of us a b o u t the 
effects of the surcharge on 
their 1968 income tax bill. 
They, too, will have to 
make up the three-and-a-half 
month’s

April 1 effective date of the 
surcharge and the beginning 
of the increased withholding 
tax to cover the surcharge on 
July 15. 
Army finance officers last 
fall warned the troops of the 
likelihood of higher tax pay­ 
ments due with the filing of 
tax returns and urged them 
to increase their withholding 
still more. 
All enlisted men a nd wa r­ 
ra nt o fficers serv ing in co m ­ 
ba t zo nes a re freed fro m 
bo th the inco me ta x a nd the 
surcha rg e o n 
a ll pa y re­ 
ceiv ed while serv ing there. 


Any pa rt o f a mo nth co unts 
fo r a full mo nth fo r this pur­ 
po se, so a rriv a l in a co mba t 
zo ne in the fina l da y s o f a 
mo nth e x e m p t s the full 
mo nth’s pa y fro m ta x . 
Similarly, all pay received 
while hospitalized for inju­ 
ries, wounds or disease sus­ 
tained in such combat zone 
is also tax free. 
Officers serving in combat 
zones or hospitalized as a re­ 
sult of such service receive a 
tax exemption of the first 
$500 r e c e i v e d monthly in 
such service. 
These are among other 
special benefits available to 
military personnel:

Roadshow 
Hazards 
Are Ada ny

HOLLYWOOD <AP» 
- A 
glance at the movie release 
schedule for 1969 indicates that 
the film companies' passion for 
roadshow attractions is cooling 
The reserved-seat movie be­ 
came popular with movie firms 
after the historic accomplish­ 
ment of “ The Sound of Music. ' 
which pushed through the $1(K) 
million barrier during its sensa­ 
tional 
three-year 
run. 
That 
prompted the companies to seek 
other attractions that could be 
shown at advanced prices in a 
single theater for long periods 
But it wasn't that easy. No 
other film has come along to 
combine the magic elements of 
"Sound of Music." and millions 
have been lost in trying The 
economic reality: Though you 
can earn fantastic profits on a 
roadshow, you can also lose 
enormously, because of the high 
cost of producing and exhibiting 
such films. 
Only about one in three road­ 
shows appears to score, and 
there are apparently no rules 
for success. It used to be that 
the presence of Julie Andrews 
insured a hit -witness “ Sound of 
Music." "Hawaii. " “ Thorough­ 
ly Modern Millie." But even 
she is fallible, as demonstrated 
bv the disappointing returns for 
"Star!" 
Big names and rave reviews 
aren't necessary. The no-name 
“2001: A Space Odyssey ” drew 
many poor reviews, yet it has 
caught on with the young gener­ 
ation. But the all-star “ Shoi’s of 
the Fisherman " is doing only 
fair business. 
"The Graduate. " "Bonnie and 
(’lyde." 
"Rosemary's 
Baby" 
and "The Odd C’ouple " proved 
that pictures don’t have to be 
road-shows to attract monumen­ 
tal grosses. In fact, such hits 
constituted better investments 
because of lower cost and faster 
play-off. 
Twentieth Fentury-Fox contin­ 
ues to place faith in the road­ 
show. And with good reason 
The company has had the most 
profitable ones. Coming up for 
1969 is “ Justine." based on Law­ 
rence Durell's novels. "Hello, 
Dolly! " is also a hopeful entry, 
provided an arrangement can 
be worked out with David Mer­ 
rick. who controls the release 
date. 
Paramount, currently pros­ 
pering with “ Romeo and Ju­ 
liet.” has two big musicals 
ready for 1969: “ Paint Your 
Wagon” and “ Darline Lili” 
Also the Harold Robbins saga. 
"The Adventurers. 
Warner Brothers has high 
hopes for the all-star “ Madwo­ 
man of Chaillot." The new year 
may also bring the made-in- 
Ru.ssia 
“Tschaikowsky." then 
again, maybe not

shows'!* Stanley Kramer’s “The

Chisel tillage may perform 
satisfactorily for a few years as 
far as fertility is concerned.

Maintenance amounts 
of phosphate and potash can 
either be banded with the row 
crops or broadcast prior to 
chisel operations. Nitrogen can 
be applied prior to chiseling or 
injected deeply later.

13, 20 and 27 
Extra Farm I^bor 
Mechanization 
has 
helped 
many farmers with the problem 
with expanding tarm opera­ 
tions. 
switches to 
p ull ' 
operations, “ switches to pull" 
or “ buttons to push" have not 
eliminated the need for hired 
workers on individual farms. 
Rather, 
increased 
farm 
mechanization has created a 
demand for higher skilled farm 
labor. Often tliis higher skilled 
labor is scarce in supply in 
some areas and costs more to 
hire and keep when it is 
available. Many farmers say 
that they simply cannot afford 
to hire additional labor at the 
going wages. How can they deal 
with this problem? 
The basic requirement for 
hiring any farm labor is that it 
must be profitable. Any worker 
who costs more to employ than 
labor adds to farm income is a 
luxury’ that few farmers can 
afford. 
Thus, 
before 
considering additional labor, 
more productive use of present 
labor force should be carefully 
considered. That is, can the 
present 
labor 
output 
or 
efficiency be increased'!' 
Much time is wasted in 
getting from one job to another, 
looking for tools, waiting for 
instructions, or working on 
break-downs By good planning 
and 
supervision 
of 
work, 
convenient tool arrangement, 
and 
good 
maintenance 
of 
machinery 
and 
equipment, 
worker productivity may be 
increased by as much as 50 per 
cent. 
More profitable may also be 
possible 
by 
using 
larger 
machinery, 
labor-saving 
equipment, 
by 
expanding 
enterprises, 
or 
by 
adding 
enterprises. For example, a 
larger tractor may allow more 
field work to be done in a given 
time or allow worker more time 
for other enterprises. 
The 
question 
of 
adding 
another farm worker is more 
complicated because it usually 
involved a major change in the 
farm business. An extra man 
represents a 12-month package 
of labor services plus additional 
capital or land resources. To 
pay for the wages, a sharp 
increase in gross receipts will 
be necessary if net profits are 
to increase. For example, our 
Missouri Mail-In Records show 
that it will take about $25,000 
extra gross to pay a $5,000 labor 
bill, depending on the size, 
kind, and management level of 
individual farms.

qualify fo r, no o ne can say . 
One co ntempo rary judg ment can be 
made, ho wev er, o ne that will be lasting 
and indisputable: Ly ndo n Jo hnso n was 
o ne o f the stro ng est chief ex ec‘utiv es who 
ev er held this mo st impo rtant o ffice in the 
wo rld. 
Therein lies the trag edy o f the man. fo r 
it is no thing less than trag edy ’ that o ne who 
assumed the presidency with the g reatest 
po pular suppo rt he co uld po ssibly hav e 
had. who finished so much neg lected 
natio nal 
business 
so 
quickly 
and 
brilliantly , must end his term with liis 
esteem fallen so lo w and the natio n in such 
disarray o n so many fro nts.

The man who attempted to slash all the 
Go rdian kno ts o f all the natio n's pro blems 
by the sheer fo rce o f his will and energ y 
and undo ubted abilities has learned that 
po wer, ev en po wer as immense as that we 
g iv e o ur presidents, has sev erely restricted 
limits that are built into the v er>’ nature o f 
thing s.

John F. Kennedy , 
defeated Richard Nix on, a Qu aker There was a 
great deal of discu ssion at the time ov er religion 
Today , as the man he defeated takes office, there is 
v ery little pu blic discu ssion abou t religion 
Bu t there is priv ate discu ssion within the new 
presidenfs own chu rch as to the sincerity of his 
religiou s conv ictions. 
Peace is the No. 1 tenet of faith of the small 
religiou s grou p which fled from England in 168 0 to 
fou nd Pennsy lv ania. Since then, members of the 
Society of Friends hav e stood so fast on this issu e

Nix on s v iews on peace 
hav e cau sed mu ch 
discu ssion among his fellow Qu akers. Qu eries hav e 
come to them from ev en Sov iet Ru ssia as to whether 
Nix on IS still a Qu aker in good standing. 
On Florida Av enu e in Washington there is a 
Friends ’ meetinghou se.'' as a Qu aker chu rch is 
called, where another Qu aker president. Herbert 
Hoov er, worshipped regu larly . When Nix on was v ice 
president he is known to hav e attended Friends 
meeting only once. 
—Nix on Rebu ffs Qu akers— 
There hav e been sev eral attempts inside the 
Society of Friends to ascertain Nix on's v iews on the 
essential problem of peace Qu akers recall that, as 
v ice president.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The Dem ocrats’ leadership stru ggles in the new Congress 
become more u nderstandable when it is made clear that 
President Nix on intends a massiv e assau lt on their control 
in the 1970 elections. 
The President-elect is thinking big on this m atter, and 
the Democrats hav e all too little time to get their defenses 
in order and their image shined u p. 
The incoming administration, heartened that its Senate 
disadv antage in the 91st Congress is only 5 7-43, believ es it 
can in 1970 go well bey ond the picku p of eight additional 
seats requ ired for ou tright control and gain perhaps 12 to 
14. 
The seats deemed mo st v ulnerable which will be o n the 
blo ck in the nex t electio n include tho se presently held by 
Senato rs Do dd o f Co nnecticut, Hartke o f Indiana, Ty ding s 
o f Mary land, Hart o f Michig an, McCarthy o f Minneso ta, 
Canno n o f Nev ada, Williams o f New Jersey , Burdick o f 
No rth Dako ta, Yo ung o f Ohio , Mo ss o f Utah, Pro x mire o f 
Wisco nsin and Mc(iee o f Wy o ming . 
Nix on planners, perhaps dream ing a good bit, also are 
gazing cov etou sly toward the seats now occu pied by Sen­ 
ators Holland of Florida and Yarborou gh of Tex as. 
If all that were achiev ed bv the GOP in 1970, the Demo­ 
crats wou ld hav e lost 14 of the 25 Senate seats they hav e 
to pu t u p then. 
Meantime, onlv nine Repu blican seals are at stake, and 
Nix on strategists think it not u nrealistic to argu e that ju st 
two, the one in Alaska ju st filled by Theodore Stev ens 
u nder appointment following the death of Sen. E, L, Bart­ 
lett, Democrat, and that of Sen. Charles Goodell, named 
to the post v acated by the assassination of Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy , are tru ly v u lnerable. 
Factional squ abbling in Tex as since that state fell nar­ 
rowly to Vice President Hu mphrey in the 1968 election may 
dim GOP dream s there. Bu t Nix on sou rces still argu e that 
the Democrats are rent by worse strife and that GOP Rep. 
George Bu sh cou ld be a formidable candidate against in­ 
cu mbent Sen. Ralph Yarborou gh. 
Florida is considered hopefu l becau se Rep. Edward 
Gu rney ju st won a Senate seat there and the aging Sen. 
Spessard Holland is felt to be a ready target in a state 
where party fortu nes conceiv ably may be shifting more or 
less steadily toward the Repu blicans. 
The other dozen targets, of cou rse, contain some tou gh 
prospects. Shou ld McCarthy adhere to his resolv e to bow 
ou t in 1970 and Hu mphrey hold to cu rrent intent to seek 
his spot. Repu blicans might hav e to cross Minnesota off 
their list of hopefu ls. 
Hart is popu lar in Michigan, and Dodd, Harrison Wil­ 
liams and Prox mire appear fairly well-entrenched in their 
states despite some ev ident v u lnerability . 
The President-elect’s attack, ho wev er, will take all this 
into acco unt. He and his po litical lieutenants intend to play 
a decisiv e ro le in the fielding o f Republican cho ices fo r 
these Demo cratic seats. They do no t plan to sit idly by and 
see weak sisters thro wn into the 1 9 70 lists. 
Nix on is said not to accept the argu ment that a president 
shou ld not mix in, contending rather that where so mu ch 
is at stake for the national party his responsibility in candi­ 
date selection shou ld be major. The Nix on v iew, fu rther, is 
that it is all in the way it is done. State and local leaders 
need not be antagonized. 
It perhaps shou ld not be forgotten that in his ex tensiv e 
campaigning for congressional candidates in 
1966, Nix on 
limited himself almost wholly to new prospects for the 
Hou se. Of the 47 who then gained new seats, all bu t one 
w'ere re-elected in 1968 . The President-elect thu s has rea ­ 
son to think well of his own capacity for selectiv ity in the 
candidate field and is prepared to ex ercise it in 1970 and 
thereafter in the attem pt to win GOP control of the Senate 
and Hou se.

Small children learn abou t v ariou s objects by 
pu tting them in their mou ths. A su dden fit of 
lau ghing, cry ing or gasping may carry the object into 
the windpipe and cau se choking, a common bu t 
frightening ex perience for both mother and child. 
Since infants who do not y et hav e their molars 
cannot grind peanu ts, popcorn or hard candy , they 
shou ld not be giv en su ch items. The objects most 
commonly inv olv ed in choking attacks, howev er, are 
safety pins. 
An infant who sees his mother with a mou thfu l of 
pins natu rally thinks the mou th is the place for them 
and imitates what he sees. Not only shou ld safety 
pins be kept ou t of reach of an infant, mothers also 
shou ld not set their children the bad ex ample, of 
holding pins in their mou ths. When not in u se. safety 
pins shou ld alway s be closed. 
Mothers of small children shou ld bear in mind 
that each y ear peanu ts, candy , watermelon seeds 
and other hard objects kill a great many babies. 
Most su ch accidents can be prev ented by watching 
the baby more closely . In any case, if y ou r baby 
starts to choke, don't panic. Don't pou nd him on the 
back becau se this may interfere with his possibly 
su ccessfu l efforts to cou gh the foreign body ou t. 
Don't prod his throat with y ou r finger becau se this is 
likely to pu sh the foreign body farther down his 
windpipe 
If the initial choking stops, don't assu me that the 
foreign bix ly was swallowed. If it was small, it may 
hav e kx iged in his lu ng where it will not cau se any 
immediate sy mptoms. Call a phy sician who will 
arrange for X ray s or a bronchosopic ex amination or 
both. .A foreign body in the lu ng mu st be remov ed 
promptly or it will cau se pneu monia or a lu ng 
abscess 
Q — My son, 4. has frequ ent nosebleeds. What 
cau ses them'* Cou ld they be seriou s? Will he 
ou tgrow them** Shou ld I take him to a nose 
specialist'*

Nosebleeds 
in children are common, 
sometimes occu rring as often as three or fou r times 
a week Hot. dry air fav ors the formation of hard 
cru sts in the nose The a light blow or picking the 
nose may start the bleeding Most children ou tgrow 
nosebleeds in adolesc*ence or sooner. Ex cept in a 
congenital bleeder, they are not seriou s bu t when 
refK'attd more than twice a week they may cau se 
secondary anemia For this reason, if they persist, it 
is wise to consu lt a nose and throat specialist.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Anti­ 
war 
demonstrators,

Even before taking the oath 
as the 37th President today. 
Nixon was made sharply aware 
of what life in the bull's-eye is 
going to be like. 
Nixon 
masks and 
effigies 
were featured in a counter-inau­ 
gural parade by 5.000 demon­ 
strators Sunday. Signs calling 
the new President criminal and 
the tool of billionaires bobbed in 
the throng as it moved along 
Pennsylvania Avenue in the op­ 
posite direction of Nixon's route 
to the White House. 
The youthful marchers also 
blighted a reception for the new 
vice president. Spiro T. Agnew, 
at the Smithsonian Institution. 
They jeered arriving guests and 
threw stones and firecrackers at 
a few of them before mounted 
police drove the demonstrators 
from the entrance. 
Two policemen were injured 
by hurled objects but no guests 
were hurt and no injuries were 
reported among the demonstra­ 
tors. who gave ground readily in 
the face of the police action. 
Park police reported arresting 
five youths in the Smithsonian 
incident and the metropolitan 
police arrested 10 others during 
the parade But for the most 
part, march leaders succeeded 
in their announced aim of keep­ 
ing the demonstration peaceful 
and orderly. 
An attempt by some demon­ 
strators to haul down an Ameri­ 
can flag in front of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration building at the foot of 
Capitol Hill was thwarted by a 
small band of marchers who 
ringed the base of the flagpole 
and kept the others back 


What organization the demon­ 
stration had was furnished by 
David Dellinger, chairman of 
the National Mobilization Com- 


mittee to End the War in Viet­ 
nam, and a veteran of the peace 
march on the Pentagon in 1967. 
and last summer's disorders at 
the Democratic National Con­ 
vention in Chicago. 
But the marchers were a 
widely disparate group of young 
people, mostly from eastern and 
midwestern states, who seemed 
united mainly in their youth and 
their opposition to the Vietnam 
War. Their signs proclaimed 
them champions of a dozen 
causes i n c l u d i n g women's 
rights. Biafran freedom. Greek 
democracy and the ‘liberation " 
of the South. “ Damn Everything 
But the Girls,' declared anoth­ 
er. 
The parade, authorized by the 
police, who shepherded it along 
on motorbikes, went largely un­ 
noticed by Washingtonians. F>w 
of the businesses along the route 
were open and the big govern­ 
ment buildings lining one side 
of the street were empty. 
The biggest disruption was to 
traffic, already a problem as 
thousands of visitors for the in­ 
auguration clogged the streets. 
Blocked at one intersection by 
the passing parade was a bus­ 
load of marines who leaned out 
the windows and traded insults 
with the demonstrators.

Now any country is liable at 
some time or another to be in a 
deficit condition, because it is 
impossible for th<* world’s na­ 
tions to perfectly balance their 
spending and buying. 
However, when a nation runs 
up deficits for 11 years the other 
countries begin to worry. They 
see themselves with too many 
dollars and wonder if it might 
not be safer to have gold in­ 
stead.

Richard Nixon Overcame 
Earlier 
Political 
Obits 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Richard 
Milhous Nix on, returned from 
the p olitically dead to become 
37 th President of the United 
States, is shunning the contro­ 
versies of y estery ear in a new 
search fw consensus. 
Marching under the inaug ural 
banner of “Forward Tog ether.” 
Nix on moves into the White 
House with the same air of de­ 
liberation 
and 
caution 
that 
marked his election camp aig n 
Possessing but a slim mandate 
of 500.000 votes, and p residing 
over a nation p lag ued by racial 
and ag e g roup divisions, Nix on 
hop es to claim the middle 
g round in seeking broad p ublic 
sup p ort 
This stance seems almost* 
alien to the Nix on of 15 or 20 
y ears ag o known for his hard- 
nosed p artisanship . 
Whereas Rep ublican Nix on 
takes office with the g ood will 
and 
p roffered 
assistance 
of 
Democrat 
Ly ndon 
Johnson, 
back in the 1950s D em oaat Har­ 
ry S. Truman threatened to 
p unch him on sig ht. In those 
earlier times, the Nix on tong ue 
was so barbed and controversial 
that the late House Sp eaker 
Sam Ray burn was quoted as ex ­ 
p loding . “So far as we are con­ 
cerned. his name is mud.” 
If Nix on’s ap p arent shift away 
from narrow p artisanship is 
p art of the Nix on p henomenon, 
more remarkable is the fact 
that he sits in the White Hou.se 
just six y ears after many p oliti­ 
cians and commentators p resid­ 
ed at what they were certain 
was his p olitical autop sy . 
After losing the closest p resi­ 
dential election in 7 6 y ears to 
John F. Kennedy in 1960, Nix on 
two y ears later was defeated fw 
g overnor of California. 
The Nix on career has been 
marked by obstacles encoun­ 
tered and, one way or another, 
overcome. Althoug h he p rofess­ 
es no fondness fw the Horatio 
Alg er-ty p e my th, there is a bit 
of that in his p ast. 
His Quaker p arents, Frank 
and Hannah Nix on, never knew 
dire p overty y et flirted fre­ 
quently with economic distress, 
because of ambitious p lans g one 
awry and costly illnesses that 
claimed the lives of two of their 
five sons. 
The frame house where Nix on 
was born at Yorba Linda, Calif., 
on Jan .9 ,1913. sat in the middle 
of a failing lemon g rove his 
father had p lanted. The elder 
Nix on, a rolling stone and man 
of many jobs, sold the p rop erty 
y ears before it p roduced oil 
enoug h to have made him a mil­ 
lionaire. 
The Nix ons then moved to the 
Los Ang eles suburb of Whittier- 
-founded as a utop ian colony for 
Quakers-and set up the town’s 
only g asoline station. The enter­ 
p rise later was ex p anded when 
Frank Nix on converted an aban­ 
doned meeting house nearby 
into a g eneral store. 
Richard Nix on, as a school­ 
boy , p ump ed g as, op erated the 
veg etable counter at the stwe 
and consumed hundreds of ham­ 
burg ers from the meat dep art­ 
ment; hamburg er remains one 
of his favorite dishes, a common 
enoug h taste that he shares with 
Ly ndon Johnson. 
Odd jobs did not claim all of 
Nix on’s sp are moments. Both in 
hig h school and colleg e he 
soug ht glOTy on the football 
field-one g oal that did not fall 
before his p ersistence. Nix on 
warmed the bench and a coach 
confessed he “wasn’t even an 
averag e g ood p lay er.” A class­ 
mate said “Dick had two left 
feet.” 
Part-time jobs, a scholar ship 
and some help from the family 
enabled Nix on to g raduate from 
Whittier Colleg e and the Duke 
University Law School. He was 
elected student body p resident 
at each, ex celled on the debat­ 
ing reams and won hig h scho­ 
lastic honors. 
With law deg ree in hand, Nix ­ 
on considered becoming an FBI 
ag ent and was p romised an in­ 
terview with J. Edg ar Hoover. 
Instead he returned to Whittier 
and worked in a p rivate law 
firm headed by the Rep ublican 
city attorney . 
Nix on was interested in ama­ 
teur theatricals, a circumstance 
that led to a meeting with Thel­ 
ma Catherine Fat) Ky an, a 
strawberry 
blonde 
Whittier 
Hig h School teacher who had 
p lay ed walk-on p arts in two Hol­ 
ly wood films. He was 25 and 
quick to p rop ose marriag e to 
the attractive daug hter of an 
imp ecunious 
hardrock miner 
from Ely , Nev. She was in no 
hurry so they waited a coup le of 
y ears; until 1940 
With the Jap anese attack on 
Pearl Harbor, Nix on offered his 
services to the federal g overn­ 
ment and moved to Washing ton 
to help set up rubber rationing 
for the wartime Office of Price 
Administration. Pat Nix on went 
to work for Uncle Sam, too 
After a few weeks in the cap i­ 
tal. Nix on soug ht a Navy com­ 
mission. althoug h as a Quaker 
he could have claimed ex emp ­ 
tion from active service The 
commission was g ranted in the 
summer of 1942 and Nix on 
served successively in land­ 
locked 
Iowa, 
the 
combat- 
scarred islands of the South Pa- 


cific. Southern California and 
Washing ton 
While still wearing the uni­ 
form of a lieutenant command­ 
er. Nix on entered p olitics in 1946 
by invitation-not throug h his 
own initiative 
Rep ublicans back in Whittier 
were seeking a candidate to 
challeng e a 10-y ear House Vet­ 
eran. Jerry Voorhis; they even 
ran a help -wanted advertise­ 
ment in a local newsp ap er 
Someone sug g ested 
“ Nix on’s 
the one” and he flew home for a 
job interview; he g ot the assig n­ 
ment — not a p articuarly evi- 
able one inasmuch as VoorhLs 
was well entrenched and p op u­ 
lar with Rep ublicans as well as 
Democrats 
The camp aig n transformed 
Nix on into a controversial p oliti­ 
cal fig ure—and a winner 
Rep eatedly , the Nix on vote- 
seeking effort focused on a 
claim— denied by Voorhis—that 
the embattled cong ressman was 
the choice of the CIO Political 
Action Committee and. further, 
that the PAC was a tool of com­ 
munism. 
The Rep ublican challeng er, 
winning by 65,586 votes to 
49 ,99 4, arg ued that “our cam­ 
p aig n was a very honest debate 
on the issues.” Since Voorhis 
was known to be anti-Commu- 
nist, Nix on critics were quick to 
accuse him of cap italizing the 
below-the-belt 
t a c t i c s — a 
charg e that was to be rep eated 
in the y ears ahead. 
Nix on easily won re-election, 
with the nomination of both p ar­ 
ties. in 1948—a y ear that saw 
him p lay a leading role in the 
investig ation of Alg er Hiss, for­ 
mer State Dep artment official 
accused before the House Com­ 
mittee on Un-American Activi­ 
ties of having links to a C om- 
munist sp y ring . Hiss, who 
denied the alleg ation, subse­ 
quently 
was 
convicted 
of 
p erjury and served- a federal 
p rison term. 
y ears in the House, Nix on chal­ 
leng ed Rep . Helen Gahag an 
Doug las, a liberal Democrat, 
for the Senate. Nix on won with 
better than 59 p er cent of the 
vote. 
After serving 18 months in the 
Senate, Nix on was thrust onto 
the national p olitical stag e by a 
p olitical amateur, Dwig ht D. Ei­ 
senhower. As the 1952 Rep ubli­ 
can p residential candidate, Ei­ 
senhower asked national con­ 
vention deleg ates to nominate 
Nix on for vice p resident. They 
did so, by acclamation. 
In the autumn, the Eisenhow- 
er-Nix on camp aig n was g ather­ 
ing the momentum of a runa­ 
way freig ht train when the New 
York Post disclosed that a 
g roup of California businessmen 
had contributed $18 ,235 to a fund 
aimed at help ing Nix on meet 
the ex p enses of p ublic office. 
Some GOP leaders urg ed that 
the vice p residential candidate 
be dump ed from the ticket. Ei 
senhower vacillated. Nix on con­ 
sidered offering to withdraw, al­ 
thoug h insisting there was noth­ 
ing imp rop er or sinister about 
the fund 
The crisis reached a climax 
when Nix on, deciding to make a 
fig ht of it, went on national tele­ 
vision to defend himself. It was 
the famous “Checkers sp eech,” 
so called because of a reference 
the candidate made to the fami­ 
ly ’s cocker sp aniel. 
“ Not one p enny of the $18,000 
or any other money of that ty p e 
went for my p ersonal use.” he 
declared. 
Eisenhower, imp ressed by his 
running mate’s emotional de­ 
fense. kep t Nix on in the race. 
“ You’re my boy ,” he said 
At 39. Nix on became the 
y oung est vice p resident in 96 
y ears. And Eisenhower assig ned 
to him a larg er role than any 
other occup ant of the office. 
During their two terms tog eth­ 
er, the President sent Nix on as 
his emissary to 56 countries- 
travel that sometimes was dra­ 
matic. sometimes dang erous, 
sometimes merely tedious. 
In Caracas, Venezuela, a mob 
ap p arently bent on assassina­ 
tion tried to break into Nix on’s 
limousine; he reacted calmly . 
In Moscow, the y outhful vice 
p resident arg ued ideolog y with 
Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev 
in a much-rep orted and im­ 
p romp tu “kitchen debate” that 
took p lace in an ex hibit of a 
model American kitchen. 
But nothing enhanced Nix on’s 
p restig e more than the circum­ 
sp ect way in which he handled 
himself after Eisenhower suf­ 
fered a heart attack in 1955. 
Nix on said later: 
“ What I thoug ht of . was not 
the awesome p roblems I would 
have if I should become p resi­ 
dent. but how I could best han­ 
dle my immediate resp onsibility 
as vice p resident.” 
The Rep ublican National Con­ 
vention of 1960 did not have 
much difficulty arriving at Nix ­ 
on as the p arty ’s choice to suc­ 
ceed Eisenhower 
The voters 
had more difficulty making up 
their minds and, in the end, 
Kennedy triump hed by one- 
tenth of one p er cent of the p op ­ 
ular vote 
Try ing to p ut his p olitical ca­ 
reer back tog ether, Nix on went 
after the nex t available hig h p o- 
sition-g overnor of California in 


1%2. But the incumbent Dt'mo- 
crat, Edmund G. (F’at) Brown, 
p revailed by 29 7 ,7 58 votes and 
Nix on g ave every sig n of .say ing 
farewell to p olitics forever He 
even g ave up his p ower base in 
California and moved to New 
York to become a Wall Street 
lawy er 
But Nix on camp aig ned vig or­ 
ously for GOF^ candidates in 
1964 and 1966, building a reser­ 
voir of g iKx l will among the p ar­ 
ty faithful. He entered six p resi­ 
dential p rimaries in 1968 and 
won them all He was a shoo-in 
for the nomination, p erhap s in 
p art because of the vacillation 
of p otential challeng ers. 


With the coming of the au­ 
tumn camp aig n ag ainst Vice 
FYesident Hubert H Hump hrey . 
Nix on was determined to avoid 
p ast mistakes—to heed the voice 
of caution and concentrate on 
p reserving what the p ollsters 
initially saw as a commanding 
lead. 


The cautious ap p roach car­ 
ried the day -but not by much. 
Yet Richard Nix on is no less the 
p resident than if he had won in 
a walk. And having achieved 
the office so long soug ht, Nix on 
is determined not to “ blow it.”

Death Galvanizes Czechs 
Into Opposing Occupiers 


PFIAGUE (AP) — Sp urred by 
the death of Jan Palach, Czech 
students talked today of strikes 
and mass meeting s to p ressure 
their leaders into standing up to 
the Soviet occup iers. 
Palach died 
Sunday , 
three 
day s after he set himself afire 
in a p rotest that electrified the 
nation. Many Czechs said his 
act of sacrifice affected the 
country more than any thing 
since the Soviet invasion five 
months ag o. 
"We have new courag e, a new 
sy mbol.” said one y oung man 
who had p laced a candle in 
Wenceslas Square, where the 
21-y ear-old student drenched 
himself with g asoline and set 
himself aflame. 
The 
country ’s 
Communist 
leaders tried to p revent a new 
crisis that could bring a new So­ 
viet crackdown. They faced the 
threat of another student be 
coming a human torch to p ro­ 
test the loss of freedoms since 
the invasion and of the g rowing 
g ap between the leadership and 
the p ublic. 
Sp eakers at rallies and on ra ­ 
dio and television asked that 
there be no more human sacri - 
fices. 
Another 
student 
who 
talked with Palach three hours 
before he died said in a broad­ 
cast that Palach told him: “ My 
act has fulfilled the p urp ose but 
let nobody else do i t . . . l^ t the 
living make their efforts in the 
strug g le. I say g oodby e. We 
may still see each other.” 
Karel Kovanda, a rep resenta­ 
tive of the student union in 
Bohemia and Moravia, told a 
rally the students will act. but
